A RECENT invention consists of a 
fender for street ruilway cars run by 
electricity.

Ata slope before it 
is a heavy four-ply rubber belting, pli- 
able enough to pass ovér paving stones 
and similar objects, but sufficiently 
rigid to prevent an arm or leg from 
being drawn under the fender. 

AN apparatus has been invented which 
is intended for the prevention of collis- 
ion in time of fogs. A large funnel is 
mounted on the fore part of the vessel, 
and turns round at the rate of five turns 
aminute. The waves of sound caused 
by the movement of another vessel are 
received by a membrane and transmit- 
ter by means of a microphone to a re- 
ceiver, which indicates by means of 
electro magnets from which point of the 
compass the noise comes.

Several receivers are intended to be 
worked from the same transmitter, for 
the captain and also for the engine 
man, who could stop at once, or slow 
down if the vessel was coming in the 
opposite direction. 


DYNAMITE FurctY TAMED. 


{t Can Be Fired from a Gun with Gun- 
powder Without Danger. 

The experiments with the Justin 
dynamite shell made at Perryville, 
Madison County, some weeks ago, have 
filled the inventor and his friends with 
the highest glee. The experiments 
were unquestionably very successful. 
Some idea of their importance may be 
gathered from the fact that they have 
proved the possibility of shooting dyna- 
mite in a.sbell out of.a-cannon with 
gunpowder without exploding § the 
cannon.

half. ‘The fourth and final shot was the 
largest fired in the gun since testing:

This 
shell Diew to powder tne quartz block 
which it hit, and thé bullet ricochetted 
up the cliff and out ofsight The dyna- 
mite all exploded at the moment of con- 
tact. The shell exploded when it 
struck the rock, throwing heavy blocks 
of it about and scarring the cliffs with 
flying pieces of brass and steel from the 
shell. This was decidedly the grandest 
shot of the experiment. The large 
dynamite shell tould be seen in its 
couftse through the air from the gun to 
the cliff of rocks, and looked something 
like the body of an air ship sailing with 
immense speed. 

Dr. Joel G. Justin, the inventor of the 
dynamite shell, is a pleasant appearing 
man of about thirty-seven years of age. 
He was born in Richmond, a small vil- 
lage in Livingstone County, this State, 
in September, 1858. As a lad he had al- 
ways a strong liking for mechanics. and 
devoted a great deal of his time to 
mechanical matters. He, however, 
turned his attention to medicine and in 


‘1875 was graduated from the medical 


school of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. In 1876 he removed to Syracuse, 
and Wegan the practice of his profession. 
In-1881 be was made assistant instructor 
in chemistry in Syracuse University, 
which position he held until he was given 
thechair of medical jurisprudence in the 
same institution in 1886. Three years 
ago he relinquished bis position and 
devoted himself more close to his profes- 
sion. During this time, however, Dr. 
Justin’s inventive genius had not re- 
mained dormant, he having been the 
inventor of several instruments for use 
in his labors asa physician. He took 
up the study of the construction of the 
dynamite shell asa pastime study, but 
when he saw that his labors would re 
sultin success he took hold of it in 
earnest.—Syracuse (N. Y.) Cor.
